CHAPTER 377.

AN ACT relating to terms of courts and legal
holidays in the Eleventh judicial circuit.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. In the discretion of the circuit judge
of the Eleventh judicial circuit, when any legal
holiday other than the Fourth of July occurs dur-
ing any regular term of court in said circuit, the
court may be held on said holiday, and the busi-
ness of the term proceed as on any other day, any
general statute of the state now existing to the
contrary notwithstanding.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 378.

AN ACT relating to the obtaining of patents for
swamp and overflowed lands in certain cases,

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senale and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. The governor is hereby authorized
and directed to apply to the secretary of the in-
terior of the United States for patents to all
swamp and overflowed land: within this state,
which the state has sold or to which it has re-
linquished its title, and for which no patents have
as yet been issned.

SectioN 2. Whenever it shall appear to the
governor necessary that surveys should be mide
to ascertain the true boundaries of any tract or
portion of said lands, to enable him to describe
